TALLAHASSEE — The Florida 
Highway Patrol declared today 
that highway -slaughter ‘will be 
minifnized when the driver realizes 
that “nothing protects a man like 
himself.” 

That statement came from vet- 
eran Patrol Comdr. H. N. Kirkman 
as the new year raced into. hign 
gear as-did the continued loss of 
life and property on the highwa 

“For instance, it isn't. wintei 
that causes an increasing number 
of crashes and the resulting deaths, 
declared Kirkman, “but the failure 
of man to adjust to a thing over 
which he has no control.” 

“The same goes in so many cases. 
It goes where a driver continues 
to breeze.down the highway at the 
local limit of the law whem it’s 
raining. He knows full well that if 
he has to hit the brake he might 
skid right into a casket. Still he 
takes the dare.” 

“The same goes when a person, 
used to driving from ‘a given point 
in daylight hours during the sum- 
mer with one eye on the road and} 
the other eye peeled for the law. 
He knows that early dark hours in- | 
crease his chances of hitting some- | 
thing or getting hit.-Yet'on he goes, 
until fate calls a halt.”
